to operate a manned auxiliary flight service station in the 3

contiguous United States: Provided further, That none of 4

the funds in this Act for aeronautical charting and cartog-5

raphy are available for activities conducted by, or coordi-6

nated through, the Working Capital Fund: Provided fur-7

ther, That of the amount appropriated under this heading, 8

not to exceed $50,000 may be transferred to the Aircraft 9

Loan Purchase Guarantee Program: Provided further, 10

That not later than March 1, 2004, the Secretary of 11

Transportation, in consultation with the Administrator of 12

the Federal Aviation Administration, shall issue final reg-13

ulations, pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 8335, establishing an ex-14

emption process allowing individual air traffic controllers 15

For necessary expenses to carry out the essential air 12

service program pursuant to 49 U.S.C. 41742(a), 13

trust fund and to be available until expended. 15

(AIRPORT AND AIRWAY TRUST FUND) 17

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for, 18

for acquisition, establishment, technical support services, 19

improvement by contract or purchase, and hire of air navi-20

gation and experimental facilities and equipment, as au-21

thorized under part A of subtitle VII of title 49, United 22

States Code, including initial acquisition of necessary sites 23

by lease or grant; engineering and service testing, includ-24

ties, other public authorities, and private sources, for ex-13

penses incurred in the establishment and modernization 14

of air navigation facilities: Provided further, That upon ini-15

tial submission to the Congress of the fiscal year 2005 16

President’s budget, the Secretary of Transportation shall 17

transmit to the Congress a comprehensive capital invest-18

ment plan for the Federal Aviation Administration which 19

includes funding for each budget line item for fiscal years 20

2005 through 2009, with total funding for each year of 21

the plan constrained to the funding targets for those years 22

as estimated and approved by the Office of Management 23

SEC. 101. Notwithstanding any other provision of 5

law, airports may transfer, without consideration, to the 6

ing systems (along with associated approach lighting 8

equipment and runway visual range equipment) which 9

conform to FAA design and performance specifications, 10

the purchase of which was assisted by a Federal airport-11

aid program, airport development aid program or airport 12

improvement program grant: Provided, That, the Federal 13

Aviation Administration shall accept such equipment, 14

which shall thereafter be operated and maintained by FAA 15

in accordance with agency criteria. 16

SEC. 102. None of the funds in this Act may be used 17

to compensate in excess of 350 technical staff-years under 18

the federally funded research and development center con-19

tract between the Federal Aviation Administration and the 20

Center for Advanced Aviation Systems Development dur-21

ing fiscal year 2004. 22

SEC. 103. None of the funds made available in this 23

Act may be used for engineering work related to an addi-24
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tional runway at Louis Armstrong New Orleans Inter-1

national Airport. 2

SEC. 104. None of the funds in this Act shall be used 3

to pursue or adopt guidelines or regulations requiring air-4

port sponsors to provide to the Federal Aviation Adminis-5

tration without cost building construction, maintenance, 6

utilities and expenses, or space in airport sponsor-owned 7

buildings for services relating to air traffic control, air 8

navigation, or weather reporting: Provided, That the pro-9

hibition of funds in this section does not apply to negotia-10

tions between the agency and airport sponsors to achieve 11

agreement on ‘‘below-market’’ rates for these items or to 12

grant assurances that require airport sponsors to provide 13

land without cost to the FAA for air traffic control facili-14

ties. 15

SEC. 105. For an airport project that the Adminis-16

trator of the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) de-17

termines will add critical airport capacity to the national 18

air transportation system, the Administrator is authorized 19

to accept funds from an airport sponsor, including entitle-20

ment funds provided under the ‘‘Grants-in-Aid for Air-21

ports’’ program, for the FAA to hire additional staff or 22

obtain the services of consultants: Provided, That the Ad-23

ministrator is authorized to accept and utilize such funds 24

only for the purpose of facilitating the timely processing, 25
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review, and completion of environmental activities associ-1

ated with such project. 2

SEC. 106. None of the funds appropriated or limited 3

by this Act may be used to change weight restrictions or 4

prior permission rules at Teterboro Airport in Teterboro, 5

New Jersey. 6

SEC. 107. Notwithstanding any other provision of 7

law, funds appropriated for official travel by Federal de-8

partments and agencies may be used by such departments 9

and agencies, if consistent with Office of Management and 10

Budget circular A–126 regarding official travel for Gov-11

ernment personnel, to participate in the fractional aircraft 12

ownership pilot program. 13

FEDERAL HIGHWAY ADMINISTRATION 14

LIMITATION ON ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES 15

Necessary expenses for administration and operation 16

of the Federal Highway Administration, not to exceed 17

tion, or 18

(B) in the case of an acquisition with re-19

spect to a domestic partnership, by former part-20

ners of the domestic partnership by reason of 21

holding a capital or profits interest in the do-22

mestic partnership, and 23

(3) the expanded affiliated group which after 24

the acquisition includes the entity does not have sub-25
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stantial business activities in the foreign country in 1

which or under the law of which the entity is created 2

or organized when compared to the total business 3

activities of such expanded affiliated group. 4

(c) DEFINITIONS AND SPECIAL RULES.—For pur-5

poses of this section—6

(1) RULES FOR APPLICATION OF SUBSECTION 7

(b).—In applying subsection (b) for purposes of sub-8

section (a), the following rules shall apply: 9

(A) CERTAIN STOCK DISREGARDED.—10

TITLE VII—GENERAL PROVISIONS 3

DEPARTMENTS, AGENCIES, AND CORPORATIONS 4

SEC. 701. Funds appropriated in this or any other 5

Act may be used to pay travel to the United States for 6

the immediate family of employees serving abroad in cases 7

of death or life threatening illness of said employee. 8

SEC. 702. No department, agency, or instrumentality 9

of the United States receiving appropriated funds under 10

this or any other Act for fiscal year 2004 shall obligate 11

or expend any such funds, unless such department, agen-12

cy, or instrumentality has in place, and will continue to 13

administer in good faith, a written policy designed to en-14

sure that all of its workplaces are free from the illegal 15

use, possession, or distribution of controlled substances 16

(as defined in the Controlled Substances Act) by the offi-17

cers and employees of such department, agency, or instru-18

mentality. 19

SEC. 703. Unless otherwise specifically provided, the 20

maximum amount allowable during the current fiscal year 21

in accordance with section 16 of the Act of August 2, 1946 22

(60 Stat. 810), for the purchase of any passenger motor 23

vehicle (exclusive of buses, ambulances, law enforcement, 24

and undercover surveillance vehicles), is hereby fixed at 25
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$8,100 except station wagons for which the maximum 1

shall be $9,100: Provided, That these limits may be ex-2

ceeded by not to exceed $3,700 for police-type vehicles, 3

and by not to exceed $4,000 for special heavy-duty vehi-4

cles: Provided further, That the limits set forth in this sec-5

tion may not be exceeded by more than 5 percent for elec-6

tric or hybrid vehicles purchased for demonstration under 7

the provisions of the Electric and Hybrid Vehicle Re-8

search, Development, and Demonstration Act of 1976: 9

Provided further, That the limits set forth in this section 10

may be exceeded by the incremental cost of clean alter-11

native fuels vehicles acquired pursuant to Public Law 12

SEC. 704. Appropriations of the executive depart-15

ments and independent establishments for the current fis-16

cal year available for expenses of travel, or for the ex-17

penses of the activity concerned, are hereby made available 18

for quarters allowances and cost-of-living allowances, in 19

accordance with 5 U.S.C. 5922–5924. 20

SEC. 705. Unless otherwise specified during the cur-21

rent fiscal year, no part of any appropriation contained 22

in this or any other Act shall be used to pay the compensa-23

tion of any officer or employee of the Government of the 24

United States (including any agency the majority of the 25
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stock of which is owned by the Government of the United 1

States) whose post of duty is in the continental United 2

States unless such person: (1) is a citizen of the United 3

States; (2) is a person in the service of the United States 4

on the date of the enactment of this Act who, being eligible 5

for citizenship, has filed a declaration of intention to be-6

come a citizen of the United States prior to such date and 7

is actually residing in the United States; (3) is a person 8

who owes allegiance to the United States; (4) is an alien 9

from Cuba, Poland, South Vietnam, the countries of the 10

former Soviet Union, or the Baltic countries lawfully ad-11

mitted to the United States for permanent residence; (5) 12

is a South Vietnamese, Cambodian, or Laotian refugee pa-13

roled in the United States after January 1, 1975; or (6) 14

is a national of the People’s Republic of China who quali-15

fies for adjustment of status pursuant to the Chinese Stu-16

dent Protection Act of 1992: Provided, That for the pur-17

pose of this section, an affidavit signed by any such person 18

shall be considered prima facie evidence that the require-19

ments of this section with respect to his or her status have 20

been complied with: Provided further, That any person 21

making a false affidavit shall be guilty of a felony, and, 22

upon conviction, shall be fined no more than $4,000 or 23

This section shall not apply to citizens of Ire-5

land, Israel, or the Republic of the Philippines, or to na-6

tionals of those countries allied with the United States in 7

a current defense effort, or to international broadcasters 8

employed by the United States Information Agency, or to 9

temporary employment of translators, or to temporary em-10

ployment in the field service (not to exceed 60 days) as 11

a result of emergencies. 12

SEC. 706. Appropriations available to any depart-13

ment or agency during the current fiscal year for nec-14

essary expenses, including maintenance or operating ex-15

penses, shall also be available for payment to the General 16

Services Administration for charges for space and services 17

and those expenses of renovation and alteration of build-18

ings and facilities which constitute public improvements 19

performed in accordance with the Public Buildings Act of 20

1959 (73 Stat. 749), the Public Buildings Amendments 21

of 1972 (87 Stat. 216), or other applicable law. 22

SEC. 707. In addition to funds provided in this or 23

any other Act, all Federal agencies are authorized to re-24

ceive and use funds resulting from the sale of materials, 25
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including Federal records disposed of pursuant to a 1

records schedule recovered through recycling or waste pre-2

vention programs. Such funds shall be available until ex-3

pended for the following purposes: 4

(1) Acquisition, waste reduction and prevention, 5

and recycling programs as described in Executive 6

Order No. 13101 (September 14, 1998), including 7

any such programs adopted prior to the effective 8

date of the Executive order. 9

(2) Other Federal agency environmental man-10

agement programs, including, but not limited to, the 11

development and implementation of hazardous waste 12

management and pollution prevention programs. 13

(3) Other employee programs as authorized by 14

law or as deemed appropriate by the head of the 15

Federal agency. 16

SEC. 708. Funds made available by this or any other 17

Act for administrative expenses in the current fiscal year 18

of the corporations and agencies subject to chapter 91 of 19

title 31, United States Code, shall be available, in addition 20

to objects for which such funds are otherwise available, 21

for rent in the District of Columbia; services in accordance 22

with 5 U.S.C. 3109; and the objects specified under this 23

head, all the provisions of which shall be applicable to the 24

expenditure of such funds unless otherwise specified in the 25
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Act by which they are made available: Provided, That in 1

the event any functions budgeted as administrative ex-2

penses are subsequently transferred to or paid from other 3

funds, the limitations on administrative expenses shall be 4

correspondingly reduced. 5

SEC. 709. No part of any appropriation for the cur-6

rent fiscal year contained in this or any other Act shall 7

be paid to any person for the filling of any position for 8

which he or she has been nominated after the Senate has 9

voted not to approve the nomination of said person. 10

SEC. 710. No part of any appropriation contained in 11

this or any other Act shall be available for interagency 12

financing of boards (except Federal Executive Boards), 13

commissions, councils, committees, or similar groups 14

(whether or not they are interagency entities) which do 15

not have a prior and specific statutory approval to receive 16

financial support from more than one agency or instru-17

mentality. 18

SEC. 711. Funds made available by this or any other 19

Act to the Postal Service Fund (39 U.S.C. 2003) shall 20

be available for employment of guards for all buildings and 21

areas owned or occupied by the Postal Service and under 22

the charge and control of the Postal Service, and such 23

guards shall have, with respect to such property, the pow-24

ers of special policemen provided by the first section of 25
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the Act of June 1, 1948, as amended (62 Stat. 281; 40 1

716. (a) None of the funds appropriated by this 9

or any other Act may be obligated or expended by any 10

Federal department, agency, or other instrumentality for 11

the salaries or expenses of any employee appointed to a 12

position of a confidential or policy-determining character 13

excepted from the competitive service pursuant to section 14

3302 of title 5, United States Code, without a certification 15

to the Office of Personnel Management from the head of 16

the Federal department, agency, or other instrumentality 17

employing the Schedule C appointee that the Schedule C 18

position was not created solely or primarily in order to 19

detail the employee to the White House.

SEC. 718. No part of any appropriation contained in 3

this or any other Act shall be available for the payment 4

ployee of the Federal Government from having any 9

direct oral or written communication or contact with 10

any Member, committee, or subcommittee of the 11

(2) contains elements likely to induce high lev-15

els of emotional response or psychological stress in 16

some participants; 17

(3) does not require prior employee notification 18

of the content and methods to be used in the train-19

ing and written end of course evaluation; 20

(4) contains any methods or content associated 21

with religious or quasi-religious belief systems or 22

‘‘new age’’ belief systems as defined in Equal Em-23

ployment Opportunity Commission Notice N–24

915.022, dated September 2, 1988; or 25
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(5) is offensive to, or designed to change, par-1

ticipants’ personal values or lifestyle outside the 2

workplace. 3

(b) Nothing in this section shall prohibit, restrict, or 4

otherwise preclude an agency from conducting training 5

bearing directly upon the performance of official duties. 6

SEC. 720. No funds appropriated in this or any other 7

Act may be used to implement or enforce the agreements 8

in Standard Forms 312 and 4414 of the Government or 9

any other nondisclosure policy, form, or agreement if such 10

policy, form, or agreement does not contain the following 11

provisions: ‘‘These restrictions are consistent with and do 12

not supersede, conflict with, or otherwise alter the em-13

ployee obligations, rights, or liabilities created by Execu-14

pending before the Congress, except in presentation to the 5

SEC. 722. None of the funds appropriated by this or 7

any other Act may be used by an agency to provide a Fed-8

eral employee’s home address to any labor organization 9

except when the employee has authorized such disclosure 10

or when such disclosure has been ordered by a court of 11

competent jurisdiction. 12

SEC. 723. None of the funds made available in this 13

Act or any other Act may be used to provide any non-14

public information such as mailing or telephone lists to 15

any person or any organization outside of the Federal 16

Government without the approval of the Committees on 17

Appropriations. 18

SEC. 724. No part of any appropriation contained in 19

this or any other Act shall be used for publicity or propa-20

ganda purposes within the United States not heretofore 21

authorized by the Congress. 22

SEC. 725. Unless authorized in accordance with law 23

or regulations to use such time for other purposes, an em-24

ployee of an agency shall use official time in an honest 25
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effort to perform official duties. An employee not under 1

a leave system, including a Presidential appointee exempt-2

ed under section 6301(2) of title 5, United States Code, 3

has an obligation to expend an honest effort and a reason-4

able proportion of such employee’s time in the perform-5

ance of official duties: Provided, That in this section the 6

term ‘‘agency’’—7

(1) means an Executive agency as defined 8

under section 105 of title 5, United States Code; 9

(2) includes a military department as defined 10

under section 102 of such title, the Postal Service, 11

SEC. 727. Notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 1346 and sec-24

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ment and agency is hereby authorized to transfer to or 1

reimburse the ‘‘Governmentwide Policy’’ account, General 2

Services Administration, with the approval of the Director 3

of the Office of Management and Budget, funds made 4

available for the current fiscal year by this or any other 5

Act, including rebates from charge card and other con-6

tracts. These funds shall be administered by the Adminis-7

trator of General Services to support Government-wide fi-8

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in a Federal building or on Federal property, if the woman 1

and her child are otherwise authorized to be present at 2

the location. 3

SEC. 729. Nothwithstanding section 1346 of title 31, 4

United States Code, or section 710 of this Act, funds 5

made available for the current fiscal year by this or any 6

other Act shall be available for the interagency funding 7

of specific projects, workshops, studies, and similar efforts 8

to carry out the purposes of the National Science and 9

Technology Council (authorized by Executive Order No. 10

12881), which benefit multiple Federal departments, 11

agencies, or entities: Provided, That the Office of Manage-12

ment and Budget shall provide a report describing the 13

budget of and resources connected with the National 14

Science and Technology Council to the Committees on Ap-15

propriations, the House Committee on Science; and the 16

Senate Committee on Commerce, Science, and Transpor-17

tation 90 days after enactment of this Act.

SEC. 730. Any request for proposals, solicitation, 19

grant application, form, notification, press release, or 20

other publications involving the distribution of Federal 21

funds shall indicate the agency providing the funds, the 22

Catalog of Federal Domestic Assistance Number, as appli-23

cable, and the amount provided. This provision shall apply 24
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to direct payments, formula funds, and grants received by 1

a State receiving Federal funds.

SEC. 732. (a) PROHIBITION OF FEDERAL AGENCY 6

MONITORING OF PERSONAL INFORMATION ON USE OF 7

INTERNET.—None of the funds made available in this or 8

any other Act may be used by any Federal agency—9

(1) to collect, review, or create any aggregate 10

list, derived from any means, that includes the col-11

lection of any personally identifiable information re-12

lating to an individual’s access to or use of any Fed-13

eral Government Internet site of the agency; or 14

(2) to enter into any agreement with a third 15

party (including another government agency) to col-16

lect, review, or obtain any aggregate list, derived 17

from any means, that includes the collection of any 18

personally identifiable information relating to an in-19

dividual’s access to or use of any nongovernmental 20

Internet site. 21

(b) EXCEPTIONS.—The limitations established in 22

subsection (a) shall not apply to—23

(1) any record of aggregate data that does not 24

identify particular persons; 25
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(2) any voluntary submission of personally iden-1

tifiable information; 2

(3) any action taken for law enforcement, regu-3

latory, or supervisory purposes, in accordance with 4

applicable law; or 5

(4) any action described in subsection (a)(1) 6

that is a system security action taken by the oper-7

ator of an Internet site and is necessarily incident 8

to the rendition of the Internet site services or to the 9

protection of the rights or property of the provider 10

of the Internet site. 11

(c) DEFINITIONS.—For the purposes of this section: 12

(1) The term ‘‘regulatory’’ means agency ac-13

tions to implement, interpret or enforce authorities 14

provided in law. 15

(2) The term ‘‘supervisory’’ means examina-16

tions of the agency’s supervised institutions, includ-17

ing assessing safety and soundness, overall financial 18

condition, management practices and policies and 19

compliance with applicable standards as provided in 20

law. 21

SEC. 733. (a) None of the funds appropriated by this 22

Act may be used to enter into or renew a contract which 23

includes a provision providing prescription drug coverage, 24
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except where the contract also includes a provision for con-1

traceptive coverage. 2

(b) Nothing in this section shall apply to a contract 3

with—4

(1) any of the following religious plans: 5

(A) Personal Care’s HMO; and 6

(B) OSF Health Plans, Inc.; and 7

(2) any existing or future plan, if the carrier 8

for the plan objects to such coverage on the basis of 9

religious beliefs. 10

(c) In implementing this section, any plan that enters 11

into or renews a contract under this section may not sub-12

ject any individual to discrimination on the basis that the 13

individual refuses to prescribe or otherwise provide for 14

contraceptives because such activities would be contrary 15

to the individual’s religious beliefs or moral convictions. 16

(d) Nothing in this section shall be construed to re-17

quire coverage of abortion or abortion-related services. 18

SEC. 734. The Congress of the United States recog-19

nizes the United States Anti-Doping Agency (USADA) as 20

the official anti-doping agency for Olympic, Pan Amer-21

ican, and Paralympic sport in the United States. 22

SEC. 735. Not later than 6 months after the date of 23

enactment of this Act, the Inspector General of each appli-24

cable department or agency shall submit to the Committee 25
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on Appropriations a report detailing what policies and pro-1

cedures are in place for each department or agency to give 2

first priority to the location of new offices and other facili-3

ties in rural areas, as directed by the Rural Development 4

Act of 1972.5

SEC. 736. Each Executive department and agency 6

shall evaluate the creditworthiness of an individual before 7

issuing the individual a government travel charge card. 8

The department or agency may not issue a government 9

travel charge card to an individual that either lacks a cred-10

it history or is found to have an unsatisfactory credit his-11

tory as a result of this evaluation: Provided, That this re-12

striction shall not preclude issuance of a restricted-use 13

charge, debit, or stored value card made in accordance 14

with agency procedures to (a) an individual with an unsat-15

isfactory credit history where such card is used to pay 16

travel expenses and the agency determines there is no suit-17

able alternative payment mechanism available before 18

issuing the card, or (b) an individual who lacks a credit 19

history.

740. (a) The adjustment in rates of basic pay 6

for employees under the statutory pay systems that takes 7

effect in fiscal year 2004 under sections 5303 and 5304 8

of title 5, United States Code, shall be an increase of 4.1 9

percent, and this adjustment shall apply to civilian em-10

ployees in the Department of Defense and the Department 11

of Homeland Security and such adjustments shall be effec-12

tive as of the first day of the first applicable pay period 13

beginning on or after January 1, 2004.

Not later than December 31 of each year, 8

the head of each agency shall submit to Congress a report 9

on the competitive sourcing activities performed during 10

the previous fiscal year by Federal Government sources 11

that are on the list required under the Federal Activities 12

Inventory Reform Act of 1998 (Public Law 105–270; 31 13

(1) the number of full time equivalent Federal 15
